Sec.  I lie  it  ordained  hy  the  Trustees  of  the 
town  of  Lexington  That  from  and  aft  nr  die  1st 
day  of  .lu  e next,  all  Hay  brought  to  the  town 
of  Lexington,  shall,  before  it  is  off  red  for 
sale,  be  taken  to  the  Huy  scales  in  water  street, 
near  the  new  market,  in  order  to  be  first  weigh- 
ed 

Sec  2 And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the 
Trustees  snail  from  time  to  time  appoint  » fi 
person  to  be  denomina  ed  Inspector  of  Huy 
wh  ise  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  and  weigh 
all  Hav  brought  to  the  Scales  for  that  pu>  pone ; 
who,  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of  Ins  of- 
fice, shall  enter  into  bond  with  satisfactory  se- 
curitv,  to  the  Chairman  of  the  board  ot  Tru  - 
tees,  in  ihe  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  of 
fice,  and  shall  moreover  take  the  following 
oath  or  affirmation :

Provided, 
that  where  a waggon  or  carriage  has  been 
once  weighed  and  branded,  it  shall  not  be  sub- 
ioct  thereto  a second  time,  unless  there  be 
evident  appearances  that  there  has  been  a 
change  made  made  in  the  weight. 

4 .In d be  it  further  o-dained,  That  if 
after  the  1st  day  ot  June  next,  any  person  shall 
offer  to  sell  Hay  in  the  town  ot  L xingion,  be- 
fore he  hath  received  a certificate  as  aforesaid, 
or  having  received  such  certificate  shall  sell 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  apart  or  a parcel  ol 
the  load,  «r  attempt  to  irop.  se  a false  certifi- 
cate on  the  purchaser,  or  in  anywise  alter  the 
one  he  may  have  received  from  the  inspector, 
0"  shall  conceal  any  substance  in  the  load,  with 
a view  to  delranci,  or  when  he  delivers  his 
load,  shall  not,  at  the  same  time,  deliver  the 
certificate  of  its  weight  to  the  purchaser,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  ft  r each  and  every  such  offence, 
the  jum.nt  ten  dollars.
